But there Is also no nconsideradle alarm lest, in
addition to the absence of food, we may soon idnd
ouracives without the means of conking 1t. Most of
the French cooks employ wood eharcoal as thelr fuel
for culinary purposcs, ‘The slege had hanily begun
before an outory waus ralsed In the poorer quarters
of thie town sgalnst the wearehands de bois ef dt ehar-
ben for relsing the priee of the'r charcoal to an ex-
travagant and Impossible tigure. Most of these «lar-
bonnders are natives of Auvergne—a lprovince gene-
rally regarded as fornishing Paris with sons and
daughters who have a wonderfully kecn eve to the
matn chance., Tmpelled by the general [ndignation
expressed in the newspapers, and by the volce of the
streats, agalnst these greedy and predatory dealers (o
charcoal, the municipal authorities of Paris selzed
in gome instances the whole store of that preclous
commuodity, owned by men who were polnted out by
the cry of the mob as having specially ratsed thelr
prices at o moment when patrivtism reqaired that
they should sacriflce themselves for the public good,
The charbouniers, who are a very suilen, mulish
race, résented this gh-handed procedare of the
Parisian wunleipality, aud o many cases shat up
ghop altogether. What with the high price of ¢har-
conl when it 15 to be bounght at all, and with the clos-
ing of many shops which once -used to retall it, 1
am not st all sare that, before the end of Cotoner,
there will not be a8 great a4 dearth of charcodl for

“An mnarican correspomndent more practised in
the art of ‘interviewing' than 1 am would probably
have asked the General plamp what the gevernment
nere had said o him, and ghat he thonght of the
prospects of the war., But my disposition led me to
refrain scrupulously from putting any question to
him which v might be embarrassing to answer, lo-
quiring after Riclottl, the General told me that when
last e heard of him he was in Corfu; that he had
come away from Caprera so suddenly that his sons
il pot know of his doing: but he was sure that
when they knew he was in France they would both
follow ilm. He said It was not troe, as the papers
nhave reported, that any red shirta were in Touars,
and that even the members of his leglon who
are m\‘airinr im at Chambery were not yet
r'qum ed.

making themscives felt, aml the energles of the na-
tion are almost exhaasted ; or If, as may be possivle,
the foress apd  the energles do  exist, then
Republicanlsm, 50 far, has fatled to evoke them, No
doubt the country responded with tolerable alacrity
to the call of a levce en asse—not, however, as
gountries have responded g the supreme moment

SECRETARY COX.

The _Interforence with hisa Heform Polloy—
The Clrcumstunces ol his iHesiguntion.

The Washington correspondent of the Boston A
rertiscr, in forwarding the correapondence which jed
1o the resignation of Secretary COX, wrote as [ol-
lows:

“Varfous gtatements of the causes which led to
this step on the part of the Becmmrg. and also of
the reasons which he assigned in the resignation,
nave been authorized at the White House, Tne let-
ters themselves now set at rest all controversy in
regard to thelr real contents and charaster. The
following may be relled upon s a correct statemant
of some of the causes which foresd the prasealation
of the issues sel before the President by the Secre-

ry.

“’Thrmsghom.tlw summer General Cox had been
aware of vigorons efforts, on the part of politicians
and mwany whose schemes he woild not forward in
his department, *o indace the President to remove
bim. FPrevious to leaving (o Scptember for a shorg
vacation, there werz nnmistakable signs that the
President was yielding to the concerted attack npon
Generu! Cox, Shortly after the latter left the city
an order, o which he had called the attention of the
¢lerks in his department, regulating the absences for

_voling, was peretuptorily revoked by the President,

al the instapce of Senators handler and Cameron,
without any consultation whatever with the Secre-
tary or any subséquent commu e jon with him on
the subject, farther than the bare order of revoca-
tiop. The order thus sot aside was not a pew one,
and has heen already referred o (n these despatohes,
but its history should be larll‘ﬂ( given here,

YA YeAr Ago the Secretary, 1o iis efforts to render
his department eflclent, was greetly embarrassed
by the long absence of the clerks. Most of them took
the usun. vacation of one mouth, aund, subseqguently,
ten days, and more fréqguently two weeks I addi-
tion to go home and vote, The Secretary Lhen gave
notice that in fature clerks must so arragge thelr
vacations a8 to include the time of election, or re-
Berve enoigh from the month allowed to enable
them Lo vote, or, at thelr option, to take the full
extra time given jor election, and have (t dedusted
from thelr pay.

“This year at the proper time It was formally
hrought to the attention of the ¢lerks. Toe Pean.
sylvania politiclans and others miaedlately carrled
the matter before the FPresident, and be, with no
olher word to the Secretary, revoked his order,
Mesntime the boasts and threals of leading party
mansgers, openly made in the department, showed
that they were contident of a complets viotory upon
the question at issue between thetmselves and the
Becretary, and thelr defant conduct, both In pri-
vate sud In public, was such that no Cablonet omi.
cer having any self-respect could longer delay plac-
log the issue of full support agalnst them, or he
acceptance of his resignation, squarely belore the
FPresident,

*“There had also been attempts from the same
sources 1o change the Indisn policy. so far, at least,
08 to diotate the appointment of agents, instead of
allowing the selectious W be made by benevoleot
and religions organizations, Finally, however, the
President had direcied correspondence 1o be opened
with various missiopary socleties, MH% thew W
recommmend proper persons for agenls. ¢ Seore-

“Knowledge of the situation here reached him a*
Staten Island, where he was spending his vacation,

Upon the letter itself there were
no marks to indicate that it was considered of a
private nature by the Seoretary, nor has anything
gince passed between the President and the Seocre-
tary to indicate that elther considered the letter
other than the open officlal correspondence attend-
ing a resignation,

“The President's reply was written immediately
upon the receipt of the resignation, namely, on
October 5, and I8 throughout 1 his own hand. la-
slead of ht‘-ln‘l forwarded to the Secretary himsell at
Staten Island, it was sent with the rootine business
mall to the Departiment, addressed in the asual busl-
nesa form, ‘The Secretary of the Interior,” with no
mark on the envelope to lndicate that it was for the
Secretary in person. Consequently It was opened
with the busineas mall, and pasged through several
hands a8 ordipary business ddoes, before L was
stopped for the Secretary.

‘YLest it might be supposed, from the Ftatoments
which have been authorized, that the Secretary, in
other communications, or verbaliy, has assigned
personal reasons for resigoning, the statement can be
relled upon that the Scecretary has never, either
orally or In writing, l1ald any private and personal
matiers before the FPresident as reasons why he
shotud withdraw from the Cabinet.”

A Faml'y Bewltched — Parents, Sons, nnd
EDnughieors Seek Hefuge in n Pollee mtation.

The Milwaukee (Wis.) Senitinel of the 20th ultimo
has this singular story :—

U ntil yesterday we had belleved that witcheraft
and demonisni were among the things of the past,
Then the delusion was dispelled by the appearance
of an entire family of Second-warders, who in-
sisted upon being locked up to save themselves
from the direful influences of 8 hexenmelster, or
master of witches, resiaing in thelr nelghborbhood,

The father, Heinrich Alvera, statod to the pollee
that he aceupies a wing of house No, 590 Winne-
bago street, where demonstrations of an unusual
character had Kept the family in a state of great ox-
citement for the past four days, and that the noises
were 80 unearthly that his wife and children had
not been able to sleep for two nlghts,

Abont 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon Nr, Alvers
was warned by the mysterions volce of an nvidl-
ble pregence, that unless he locked up the members
of his family he would be murdered by one of the
number during the night, e immediately saom-
moned the family to the sitting room, and informed
them of the mysterious message. Alter & prayerful
and tearful council, the family voted to forsake
thelr home and seek an asylum where the hexea-
melster could exercis® no undue infduence over
them, or cause them to commit the awful crime of
parricide, which they consldered certain If they re-
maived ai home. Accordiogly the house was de-
serted ; the family taking up its march to the pollee
station to claim the protection of the anthorities,
On learning the canse of thelr sorrow and tribala-
lation, the oMcers attempted to persasde them to
return, assaring them that they would receive pro-
tection, but all in vamn. They begged pitecusly to
be locked up beyond the power of the hexenels-
ter,

The family, consisting of two sons and two dangh-
ters, ranging between twelve aml nineteen years of
age, were f"“",i' wild with grief when the oflcers
marched the old man to the cell-room, It having be-
come ¢vident that he was slightly demented, They
were tinally prevalied upon to leave him to the care
of the authorities.but he coulil not ba prevailed upon
to return home nuntll two memoors of the force were
detalied to eseort them to the house, with orders to
stop with them during the night for the purpose of
discovering the cause of the old man’s troubles,

Loxpon, Nov. 2.—A deputation of 2000 per-
sons called upon Gambetta yesterday to petition
for the organization of the scattered forees now
operat!ng independoently in various departments.
Gambetta answered that the salvation of the
people was in thelr own hands, The Govern-
ment could not even supply them with arms.

Y'he Loss of Dijon.

The autborities at Tounrs ascribe the loss of
Dijon to the incompetency of Garibaldl's Sar-
dinian officers and their crude organizations
relicving the regular French forces at the mo-
ment when the latter were most needed.
